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REMARKS

1. On 10 October 1952, the building at 3 Dogga Gyoergy Street in Keeskemet
(Y 4/N 93) was guarded by sentries wearing green service color, one standing
at the entrance on Desga Gyosrgy Street, and the othor at the entrance on
Maria Street., Two seduns avd a Jeep driven by a eivilian vere purked in
front of the building. A new Hunmgarien bavracks installation, where source
observed only a senior lieutenant and ten soldiers, was located on the
south side of Izsaki Street. It was pusrded by soldiers weering blue service
color and lightning elugter insignia.

2, On 9 October 1952, the new Artillery Barracks was located on the southwest
side of Toertell Street in Cegled (Q 48/0 08). It wes gmuarded by soldlers
wearing red service color snd artillery insignia and yuertered about 150
soldiers. Four modsl 1942 715-3 76~mm fleld guns, 20 model 1938 122.mm
field howitzers and 13 model 1938 152-mn £ield howitzers were parked in the
barracks yard. An antenns was mounted on the roof of the {wo-stcry building
west of the main entrance. It consisted of #we mesis, about 5 meters high
which were at an intervale of approximately 15 moters. They were guyed
with wire ca es and supported two antennas. One antonne wes fixed at the
level of, and the other ai a level 3 meters below, the tops of the masts. ~

3. Op 11 Ochober 1952, a nev barracks instellation guaritering a Hungarisn
it wag located on the west side of the vozd to Zemoly {Q 48/Z 01), in
the northern sector of the eity of Szekesfehervar (§ 48/2 00). It covered
an area, aboul 300 x 200 meters, and was enclosed by a barbed wire fence
with concrete polesz, aboubt 2 meters hiph. The installation included one
four-story, two thrse-story, thres two-gstory, and two zingle-story buildings
gnd ore garage. It bad twe entrances on iie esstern edgs, each of which wae
grarded by a seldier wezring blue service color end tank insiguiz. Four
canvag~covered irack-laying vehicles mounting guns and four canvag-covared
guns mounted on four wheels wers parked on the western edge. About 40 soldiers
were ohserved in the ingtallstion. The old three-story building with officers?
billets, ecast of the former 17th Regt Barracks was inscribed Szekesfeherwvar
Honved Officers! Ciub. The former Maedehengymresi-m {girls! high scheol) om
the south side of Voeroeshodsersg Streel wap purrded by a sentey wenying
green serviee color.
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4 varracks installation was located on the northeast side of the rvad

to Seregelyes (Q 48/E 19), in the eastern sector of the city. It included
one three-story castlelike bullding, ome single-story structure and ome
garags, covered an ares, about 200 x 150 meters, and was enclosed by a
mesh-vire fence. The rcof of the three-story building was topped with an
anterna installation of the same type as that described in paragraph 2.
The borracks installation had one entrance on its southwestern edge, which
vas gusrded by a soldier wearing green service color. Only a few soldiers

and three trucks were observed At the installation.

A naw barracks Ingtallation was located further %o the ezst, on the soubth
gide of the roacl te Seregelyes, several 100 meters east of the intersection
of Zhis road and the SzekegfehervarmBicske (Q 48/7 13) railroad line, Tt
included eight single-story buildings, including a guardhouse, a garage

and presurably a kitchen; one two-story bullding ard one three-gtory
stractare.The borracks 1nsta] latlicn covered an area, about 300 x 20( meters,
and was surrounded by a barbed wire fence, 2 meters high with concrete
poles, It h1ad ome enbrunce loczted on the northern edge, which was guarded
hy o sentry wearlng red service color and ertillery iusignia. Four canvas-~

-euvered loag-barreled guns mounted on four wheals wers parked in the southern

seciion of the installatlon. An antenna was on the roof of the two-story
building. It was of the sare type as the one described in parsgraph 2. sn
vbservation post occupied by two soldiers, one of whom had a pair of
binocularswas observed on the roof of the two-astory bui lding. The barracks
ingisllation gquartered a total of about 50 zoldiers.

2. _ Comment. The guns observed in the new Artillery Barracks on the
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southwest sids of Toerteli Street substantiate the belief that the
instellatlion quarters a Humgorian artillery unit. In view of the number
and the models of the guns the unit may be 2 howitzer artillery regiment.
